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The thirteen colonies under the 
rule of Great Britain used the 
flag of their mother country un¬ 
til acout the time of the passage 
.of the Stamp Acts. During the 
early Revoluti onarv times a Union 
flag was adopted. This consisted 
. oi.' thirteen stripes, alternate 
ed and white, (tryifying the 
thirteen colonies) with a union 
bearing the crosses of St. George 
aiid St. Andrew (typifying the 
..-Other country) . John Paul Jones 
had the;distinction of hoisting 
this first American .flag on the 
flagship of Commander-of-the-Davy 
Hopkins, Dec. 3, 1775. 

Later when hostilities between the 
colonies and England coomfinued to 
grcw mere threa16illng various 
motto flags were devised in certain 
sections, the most outstanding ©ere 
the pine free flag, and the rattle¬ 
snake flag. 

After the Declaration of Indepen¬ 
dence the colonists felt they 
could no longer use the Union flag 
uear.i ig the ensignia of England, 
therefore the Continental Congress 
on June 14, 17 77, proclaimed by 
resolution, ’’That the flag of the 
air teen United States be thirteen 
. trip es, alterna t e red an d white, 

'■ lat the union be thirteen stars 
Lite in a blue field represent-* 

■r*g a new ccnstellatem”Since 
iuau time June 14th has been cele- 
orated as Flag Day, the birthday 
of our Stars and Stripes. 

’..hen Vt. and Ky. were admitted in- 
the Unicon Congress ordered two 
-tripes and two stars be: added to 
the, flag. ^ This was the flag that 
j*as used in the War with Tripoli 
in the battle on Lake Erie, at ’ 

Hie battle of New Orleans, and 
at Fort McHenry when Baltimore 
*vas being attacked in 1814. It 
was at _Fort McHenry .that Frances . 
ccott Key immortalized the flag 
,n the poeifi ’’The Star Spangled 
Snnner wh i ch later became our 
actional hymn.

u.Gnal Museum in Washington.

United 'State 
coat-of-arms, or had used troop 
flags. 

Flag E t iquet te 

The Flag should be displayed only 
from sunrise to sunset. It should 
be hoisted briskly and lowered 
slowly, never touching the ground. 

Who ? fid sp ] a aye d with a no the r' fla g, 
the flag of the United States 
should be on the right, when a 
BffiLdber of (flags are displayed the 
U.S. Flag should be in the center 
or at tiie highest point of the 
gro up. 

When used in a speaker’s platform 
the Flag should bo displayed above 
and behind the speaker, never to 
drape the s.ps aker ; s desk... If it 
is flown from a staff it should 
be in tke speaker’s right. 

When flown from half mast the Flag 
is first hoiettd to the peak an.d 
the towered to half staff position, 
before i-aie lowering the Flag fer 
the day it is again raised to the 
peak. 

When tho Flag is no longer fir for 
display it should be burned pri¬ 
vately. 

Solute to the Flag. 

Persons in uniform should render 
the right-hand solute. Men not 
in uniform remove hafa with right 
hand hold it at left shoulder. 

Women place, right hand over heart.
